ROOSEVELT IN FULL 


CONTROL OF CANAL 


WASHINGTON, 
Dr C., Feb. 16.— 


The naval appropriation bill today fur- 
ther occupied the attention of the 
House for the major portion of the 
session. 


Before taking up the naval bill the 


House entered an emphatic protest 
against the action of the Senate In 
amending the agricultural appropri- 
ation bill so as to eliminate the draw- 
back feature of the Dlngley tariff af- 
fecting wheat. 


The bill to provide a government for 


the Canal Zone was passed without 
further discussion. 
The bill gives all 


right of government of the Canal Zone 
to the President until the end of the 
next Congress, but provides that the 
government* shall be so exercised as to 
protect the inhabitants In the free en- 
joyment of their liberty, prosperity 
and religion. 
It abolishes the Isth- 


mlaln Canal Commission and places 
the work of construction of the canal 
in the hands of the President and such 
persons as he may appoint and em- 
ploy. 
It does not undertake to de- 


termine whether the canal shall be 
constructed as a sea-level or lock- 
level waterway.

CARSON, Nev., Feb. 16.—Nevada's 


State University has many friends in 
the present Legislature. 
This was 


proven today when two special bills 
materially assisting the University 
were passed by a unanimous vote in 
the Assembly. 
One appropriates $16.- 


000 to be used in the construction'and 
furnishing of a metallurgical building. 
This Is a need the University has long 
felt. 
With the Interest of the world 


centered upon this State as a mining 
center the legislators thought it proper 
that the mining department of the 
school should be maintained at its 
highest standard. 
The new building 


will materially aid In this aim. 


The dining hall will also be im- 


proved. 
A bill passed today appro- 


priating $6,000 for the erection of a 
new dining hall on the State grounds. 
The recent visit of the committee 
showed that a dining hall is a neces- 
sity. 
Despite the efforts of those in 


charge, proper accommodations have 
not been provided for the students who 


live at the University. 
The present 


diriins; hall in addition to being incon- 
veniently situated is furnished in a 
manner unsanitary.. 


The • present appropriation will be 


ample to erect a modern dining hall. 
The sum of $10,000 was also appropri- 
ated for the purpose of establishing 
an experiment station in Lincoln coun- 
ty. 
There is no doubt but these meas- 


ures will be passed by the Senate and 
meet with the approval of the Gov- 
ernor.

California yesterday. 
The Item stated 


the cattle were shipped from Reno. 
This, however, could not be confirmed. 


It was learned, however, that about 


ten days ago a trainload of cattle 
consigned to Oakland were shipped 
from Lovelock. 
Dr. Jacobs, one of 


the government Inspectors stationed In 
Reno, was called to Lovelock to inspect 
the cattle. 
He passed upon them and 


upon his decision they were allowed ,to 
pass through Reno,. 


A few days ago Mr. Jacobs, who is 


in charge of this section In Nevada, 
was called to California In regard to 
the reported complaint and Is now 


there. 
It is strongly asserted that the 


diseased cattle complained of were 
approved by him at Lovelock. 
The 


department, is very severe in cases of 
this kind and If the report proves cor- 
rect firm action may be taken. 


Dr. Jacobs being in charge of this 


section, his deputies now in Reno re- 
fused to discuss the case last night. 


Dr. O'Ronrke, one of his assistants

HE people of Nevada, although they have manifested 


strikingly their appreciation of the distinguished 


services of Senator Newlands. are probably not aware of 
the many excellences for which he is noted in Washington.

But that danger was, for the 
time being at least, averted largely through the efforts of 
Senator Newlands, who, since the death of Senator McMil- 
lan, has come forth as the senatorial champion of the 
cause of good public architecture and public landscape- 
gardening. The speeches and colloquies in the Senate on 
the subjects of "The White House Restoration" and "Tho 
Building Line on the Mall," show a patient, Intelligent, 
and tactful handling of these esthetic subjects on his part: 
and on the part of his adversaries a good deal of heated 
prejudice, but not without willingness to listen to sensi- 
ble views from one they knew to be well Informed and 
disinterested."

Journal has not space to reproduce. We have room howev- 
er for the observation that it should be a source of grati- 
fication to every patriotic Nevadan to know that out of 
the 80,000,000 people in this country this little common- 
wealth—barren and homely though it may appear—should 
produce the leading, in fact the only, champion oC the 
beautiful in architecture and gardening at our national 
capitol.

Looking for Mineral 


The Walker River Indian reserva- 


tion Is not open for prospectors. C. A. 
Asbury. superintendent of the reser- 
vation In writing from Schurz, Ne- 
vada, under date of February 15th, 
gives the following information to the 
public: 
"There seems to be an impression in 


some localities that the Walker River 
Indian reservation is open to prospec- 
tors at this time. 
Such Is not the 


case. 
The law under which it may 


be opened provides for the allotting 
of the Indians and the approval and 
acceptance of such allotment before 
the surplus can be opened. 


"This can not be for some months 


yet and the date will be given due pub- 
licity, in all probability. 


"To prospect thereon at this time Is 


unlawful and punishable in the United 
States courts, and the officers In charge 
of the reservation are under obligation 
to enforce such laws. 


"The same laws apply to hunting on 


the reservation and all tools, arms and 
equipments are subject to Immediate 
confiscation by the reservation officers. 
If prospectors will observe this notice 
It will save them aome trouble and dis- 
agreeable duties on the part of officials 
of the reservation.^

From all circumstances surrounding 


the death It seems that Keyes had 
started to run a car over the long 
trestle to the dump. 
The car had 


probably gained considerable) speed, 
and when it struck the end Keyes was 
pitched over the dump. 
His skull was 


fractured and he had several deep 
scalp wounds. 


Deceased was a native of Ireland 


and was T4 years of age. 
He is sup- 


posed to have a considerable fortune 
and was at one time associated with- 
some of the rich mine owners of the 
Comstock. 
In the early days of Vir- 


ginia City he used to mfdce a practice, 
of presenting the school children with, 
little stiver bricks as prises in contests 
In their studies.
